DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to communications filed 17 June 2009. Amendments to the 
claims are not interpreted to introduce new matter. The present amendments absolve the 
outstanding rejections under the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12. The remarks with respect 
to the disclosure have been fully considered and are persuasive to overcome rejection under the 
first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12. Amendments to specify the laser used in the procedure are 
effective to overcome rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and are persuasive. Claims 1-4, 8-14, 
16, 18-20, 24-30, 32, 34, 36 and 38-40 arc allowable over the prior art. The record is clear as to 
the patentable claimed features.
